Arhen^ , J and j^Col S' WE I M A R Guatemalan Military Attache ih Washington.) arrived 
in Mexico Citgr from Guatemala en route to Washington, PALMIEftI stated to 
source that he was previously stationed in Washington and "really was G-2 
for the Guatemalan Government in the U. S,«, He further stated that he 
had 11 men in Washington and a total of 52 throughout the U, S. He also 
stated that the Guatemalan government was going to increase its tourist 
information bureau in the U. S. from $50,000 to $500,000. This bureau 
would be under the direction of fnu APARICIO. The purpose of this 
organization was to improve relations between the U. S. and Guatemala. 

PALMIER! further stated that the Guatemalan government is on 
excellent terms with the New Xork Times, which has viewed with aoproval the 
aocialization of Guatemala. He said, also, that Drew Pearson "can be bought" 
and although Pearson criticizes the Guatemalan government from time to time, 
this is merely part of a plan. * 

PALHIERI also mentioned that he had been requested to return to 
Guatemala to aid in the organization of the Partido Revolucionario 

and that he waa its secretary of propaganda. He said 
AKBMZ was fully aware of the Communist influence in Guatemala and that at 
the present time the 8 most influential members of the Communist Party are 
being followed, and that ARBENZ can dispose of them at any time. 

... 4 source of this report stated that during their acquaintance 

while in Mexico, PALMIERI had .furnished him numerous confidential letters 
and copies of official Guatemalan messages in code as well as plain text. 1 
The source said the PALMIERI would be easy to develop, and believed if 
the right person were designated to handle PALMIERI while in Washington, 
he would make available Guatemalan intelligence information. 

5. It was noted on the Hqs. copy of last dispatch that no action was 
taken in regard to the sources suggestions in accordance with a later dis- 
cussion between the Chief of Mission Mexico and persons at Hqs. It is 
believed that the reason for this decision dealt with the sensitivity of 
this source who was a casual informant and his relationship with KUBARK.
